RULES TO HELP IMPROVE 
SCHOOL SYSTEM 
Copy of letter sent to all homes 
on Tuesday, Sept. 3, 1940: 
Grayling Public Schools 
Grayling, Michigan 
Dear Parent: 

We are sending this note home, 
hoping for friendly cooperation 
in Our aim to make this the best 
school system possible, and give 
our boys and girls their chance 
for a successful happy life in 
days to come. 

Will you read and discuss the 
following regulations with your 
children? To one desirous of bet- 
tering oneself they work no hard- 
ship—yet they will give us a 
business-like, efficient system: 

1. In both buildings the doors 
will be locked until 8 a. m. Please 
do not come before ‘ren. 

3. The buildings w.]] be locke4 
from the outside at noon from 
11:40 to 12:40. Please do not re- 
turn to school before 12:40 at 
neon, 

3. The noon program in the 
main building will be for bus 
students only. 

4, The buildings will be locked 
from the outside at 5 p. m. daily. 
Students not directly under the 
supervision of a teacher will 
leave at dismissals and not re- 
main in the building. 

5. All school children will be 
excluded from the building on 
nights outside activities are in 
progress except in case of shows, 
etc, 

6. Seats and lockers will be as- 
signed to students and free text 
books issued but each student is 
responsible for all material that 
he uses. 

?. The best scholastic work and 
conduct will be expected from all 
students. 

8. All work missed because of 
absence or tardiness must be 
made up to obtain full credit. 
Excuses from homes will not ex- 
cuse any person from doing the 
work missed but will only allow 
the work to be made up. 

9. In order to participate in 
any extra curricular activity 
each high school student must 
pass in 4 subjects with at least 
an average citizenship grade of 
“3.” This does not go back to last 
year’s marks but starts as of 
Sept. 3rd, 1940. 

10. At all dismissals students 
will walk quietly from the build- 
ing to a spot designated by the 
teacher before leaving the line 
of students. 

11. Students will pass quietly 
with a minimum of talking and 
disturbance between classes, at 
recess and dismissals.

Game Birds Plentiful 
This Season 


A “good crop” is the estimate 
by the conservation department’s 
game division men of the produc- 
tion of pheasants, grouse and 
other upland birds for the 1940 
hunting season. 

Despite heavy rains at hatch- 
ing and brooding time, large 
broods of three-quarter grown 
birds have been observed at 
Prairie Farm, Rose Lake and 
other field men by the game 
division. Conservation officers 
in southern counties also report 
a good crop of pheasants, ; 

Farley F. Tubbs, game division 
ornithologist, returning from a 
tour of northern Michigan, re-~ 
ports game area managers and 
conservation officers throughout 
the north country optimistic 
alout the season’s crop of upland 
birds. 

In discounting the notion that 
te wet summer may have seri- 
ously reduced the crop of birds 
for hunting, game men point out 
that some of the wettest yéars in 
the past have been good bird 
years. The birds are believed in 
little danger of depletion between 
now and the hunting season 
opening October 15.

Public Utilities 
Municipally Owned Electric Light 
And Power Supply 


Article 1. 

An Ordinance to Regulate the 
Sale and Distribution of Electric- 
ity in the City of Grayling. 

The City of Grayling Ordains:

Every consumer of electricity, 
every owner, occupant, or person

STATE OF MICHIGAN 
ORDER OF THE CONSERVA- 
TION COMMISSION—DUCKS, 
GEESE, BRANT, COOT, JACK- 
SNIPE, RAILS, GALLINULES 
AND WOODCOCK. 


The Director of Conservation, 
in compliance with federal regu- 
lations in regard to migratory 
game birds, recommends certain 
regulations. 

By authority of Act 286, P. A. 
1929, as amended, and Act 230, 
P. A. 1925, the Conservation Com- 
mission hereby estbalishes an 
open season on migratory game 
birds and complies with federal 
regulations in regard to hunting 
and possession thereof. 

The open season on ducks (ex- 
cept wood duck) geese, (except 
Ross’ geese), brant, coot, jack- 
snipe, rails and gallinules during 
the season of 1940 shall be from 
‘October 1 to November 29, in- 
:clusive, excepting that it shall be 
unlawful to hunt ducks, geese, 
brant and coot before sunrise or 
‘after 4:00 p. m., and jacksnipe, 
jrails and gallinules (except coot) 
and woodcock before sunrise and 
‘after sunset, Eastern Standard 
Time; and the daily bag and pos- 
session limits shall be as follows: 
ducks (except wood duck), 10 in 
the aggregate of all kinds in one 
jday of which not more than 3 of 
any one or more than 3 in the 
iaggregale may be canvasback, 
iredhead, ruddy auck or buffle- 
ihead, 20 in the aggregate of all 
; kinds in possession of which not 
more than 6 of any one or more 
than 6 in the aggregate may be 
canvasback, redhead, bufflehead 
or ruddy duck; geese (except 
Ross’ geese) and brant combined 
3 in one day and 6 in possession; 
coot, 25 in a day and 25 in pos- 
session; sora rails, 15 in a day 
lead 15 in possession; rails and 
gallinules (other than sora and 
coot), 15 in the aggregate in a 
day and 15 in the aggregate in 
possession; jacksnipe, 15 in a day, 
15 in possession. 

, The open season on woodcock 
in the Upper Peninsula shall be 
from October 1 to October 15, in- 
\clusive, and from October 15 to 
October 29, inclusive, in the Low- 
er Peninsula; the daily bag limit 
shall be 4 and 8 in possession at 
one time. 

It shall be unlawful to shoot 
waterfowl over baited areas; to 
use live decoys in taking water- 
| fowl; to take migratory game 
birds from -or by aid of an auto- 
mobile, airplane, sink box (bat- 
tery), power boat, sail boat, any 
boat under sail, any floating craft 
or device of any kind towed by 
power boat, or sail power; to

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New Ripley Pro- 
gram Starts Friday 


Friday, the 13th, holds no jinx 
for. “Believe H Or Not” Bob 
Ripley. On the contrary, it’s his 
lucky day. When he comes back 
to the air with his new “Believe 
It Or Not” program, on the 
Columbia network, at 10:00 p. m., 
E.D.S.T., on Friday, September 
13, it will be the second time he 
has chosen thus to give the laugh 
to superstition. This program is 
sponsored by Nehi Corporation, 
makers of Royal Crown Cola. 

Even the war has not hoodooed 
Ripley. His famous cartoons are 
still appearing in 324 papers, in 
twenty-six countries, in sixteen 
languages. Even before the war 
they were banned in Germany 
and Russia as being too outspok- 
en to suit the authorities. Since 
then they have been forbidden 
in only one country, Denmark, 
now under German supervision. 

Ripley has been drawing and 
writing “Believe It Or Nots” for 
twenty-two years, but the great- 
est one of all is Ripley himself. 
Did you know that he was once 
a professional baseball player 
and might never have become the 
Ripley you know except for an 
accident? He was pitching for 
the rookies at the Giants’ training 
camp in Marlin, Texas, in 1917, 
when a batted ball broke his right 
arm. He learned how to throw 
left-handed and tried to be a 
first baseman, but no go. So Rip- 
ley went back to newspaper 
cartooning. He had already done 
a lot of that for the San Francisco 
Bulletin, San Francisco Chronicle 
and New York Globe. Returning 
to the Globe to draw pictures for 
the sports pages, one day in 1918 
he found himself without a 
specific idea for the next day’s 
paper. Grabbing a bunch of 
athletic oddities which he had 
been collecting, he wrote a few 
lines about each and made them 
into a cartoon. Out of the air 
he picked a headline that seemed 
appropriate, and in the Globe ap- 
peared the first of the thousands 
of ‘Believe It Or Nots,” signed 
“Rip.” It made such a hit that 
the edtior asked for another, if 
Ripley could gather enough ma- 
terial. It took him a week. Read- 
ers yelped for more. Once a 
week, twice a week, every day— 
that was the progression of “Be- 
lieve It Or Not.” 

“Now it looks as if I will never 
do anything else, and I don't 
care if I don’t,” says Ripley. 

Today, the number of people 
who follow his cartoons is estim- 
ated at 80,000,000. The “Believe 
It Or Nots,” so hard to collect at 
first, come much more easily now. 
For one thing, Ripley goes after 
them. His search for the strange 
but true has taken him to 201 
countries, in journeys covering 
585,000 miles, and when the war 
ends he hopes to keep on until 
he has seen them all. But even 
when he is not on the loase, 
“Believe It Or Nots" pour into 
his office unsolicited. They come 
from fans. Ripley gets more than 
a million letters a year and it 
takes a dozen secretaries to read 
and classify them—believe it or 
not. 

This celebrity who makes 4 
living out of fact that is stranger 
than fiction has been called a 
liar more times than he can 
count. He doesn’t mind. He feels 
complimented when one of his 
facts seems too preposterous for 
belief. He knows that every item 
has been checked by himself or 
his staff of researchers, and he 
insists that he can prove every 
“Believe It Or Not” printed or 
told on the air. 

Ripley’s globe-trotting and 
presentation of fantastic facts 
have brought him many honors. 
He is a fellow of the noyal Geo- 
graphic Society and Royal Societ- 
ties of England and the American 
Geographical and National Geo- 
graphic Societies of this country. 
Last year Dartmouth College 
gave him the honorary degree of 
Master of Arts and Missouri Val- 
ley College, Marshall, Mo., gave 
hi the honorary degree of 
Doctor of Letters. He is a mem- 
ber of the Adventurers, Explor- 
ers, Friars, Lotos, Circumnaviga- 
tors and New York Athletic 
clubs. ; 

In his new “Believe It Or Not” 
radio program, sponsored by Nehi 
Corporation, makers of Royal 
Crown Cola, Ripley will describe 
or dramatize Gddities encounter- 
ed or reported to him all over the 
world.

County Turns 26,709 
Acres Over to State 


Michigan has come into pos- 
session of 2,217,160 acres of land 
in 47 northern counties with the 
reverting to the state last Nov- 
ember 3 of tax delinquent de- 
scriptions. 


The total, announced today by 
the lands division of the depart- 
ment of conservation, has been 
determined after months of work. 
Some 8,000 deeds, each contain- 
ing many descriptions, were turn- 
ed over to the department, which 
administers state-owned lands 
north of the Muskegon-Bay City 
line, by the auditor general's of- 
fice. In addition to the more 
than 3,000,006 acres represented 
by these descriptions, thousands 
of platted lots in cities and vil- 
lages and in subdivisions outside 
corporate limits reverted to the 
State. 

Descriptions have been listed in 
order, checked for correctness of 
description, posted in abstract 
books, index plat and mineral 
plat books and the postings again 
checked before descriptions have 
been sent to the respective regis- 
ters of deeds of the northern 
counties for recording. 

Overlapping descriptions and 
cancellations are expected to 
result in some minor changes in 
the preliminary total announced 
today. % 

Largest total of land reverting 
to the state last November is in 
Marquette county, 215,040 acres. 
Luce county is second with 168,- 
482 acres, and Iron county third 
with 148,022 acres. AU three 
counties are in the northern pen- 
insula. Crawford county's total 
is 26,709.

With the price of white and 
Norway pine seedlings cut 20 
percent to $4 a thousand, the 
Lansing office of the conservation 
department’s forestry division is 
now accepting orders for fall 
delivery, for reforestation. Lifting

But if the prognostications of 
the government authorities are 
right, Michigan is going to enjoy, 
more so than the average state, a 
record bumper prosperity during 
the next few years. 

According to arms contracts let 
so far, Michigan is eighth on 
the roll of states with a total 
amount of $40,315,000. The 
astonishing contemplated cx- 
penditure of 36 billions for de- 
fense of democracy will serve as 
an inflationary influence on com- 
merce, and in the judgment of 
the “United States News,” Wash- 
ington news weekly, the coming 
boom of record proportions “1s 
underwritten by the uncertainties 
that will continue regardless of 
the course of the war abroad.” 

While the average business 
man is inclined to be skeptical 
that the new federal spending 
venture may turn out to be an- 
other “flash in the pan,” it is 
pointed out that the 36 billion 
program far exceeds any spend- 
ing experiment during the New 
Deal, that it will be prolonged 
over at least four years, and that 
the new spending must go on 
whether Great Britain loses or 
wins the war. 

Furthermore, the new federal 
reserve index shows business to- 
day is higher than it was in 1929 
or 1987. 

Politically speaking, Democrats 
are jubilant over the 1940 boom, 
while Republicans feel they have 
been robbed of an honest issue 
of New Deal unemployment. It’s 
like having a rabbit pulled out 
of your hat, while the magician 
is off stage.

But an 
astonishing fact is that most of 
the 596 one-room schools with 
10 or less pupils are located in 
the southern rural districts; they 
are not in northern Michigan and 
the Upper Peninsula. 


Tread Softly! 

When you start talking about 
the rural school situation, some- 
One is sure to warn, “Better go 
easy! You’re going to tread on 
someone's toes.” 

The sentiment that encircles the 
community center where Mother 
went to school (and _ perhaps 
Grandma too) is one of the com- 
Plicating things in this dollars- 
and-cents rural educational pic- 
ture.

This conclusion was reached 
after a study had been made of 
“before and after” costs of seven 


grade school districts in Barry 
county. 
These districts continue as 


legal units. They merely pay 
pupils’ transportation and tuition 
costs. Here are some interesting 
figures. 

Before. Total cost of running 
the seven schools was $5,926.51, 
or an average of $846.64 per dis- 
trict. 

After. Total cost of transporta- 
tion and tuitions was $3,611.45, or 
an average of $515.92 per district. 

Conclusion. Net annual saving 
per district is $330.72. Sharpen 
your pencil and the total for 596 
schools would be a bit more than 
$196,000 every year. 

That’s close to a million dol- 
lars in five year’s time! In any 
man's language, the tax economy 
would be substantial. 


“Wasteful’—Dr. Elliott 

Sympathetic as he is to the idea 
of home rule and the community 
school, Michigan's state superin- 
tendent of public instruction 
takes the position that waste in 
education must be removed. 

Dr. Elliott is quoted: “To pay 
a teacher, pay the expenses of 
keeping up the school property, 
pay salaries or fees to three 
school commissioners—-all for the 
purpose of providing a school 
for five or ten children seems 
wasteful to me. All the surveys 
on the subject have shown that 
most of these schools could be 
closed with advantage.” 

The above rural school situa- 
tion is another illustration how 
times have changed. Good high- 


ways and comfortable heated 
buses have expanded the geo- 
graphic radius. The modern 


school curriculum includes sub- 
jects other than reading, writing 
and arithmetic. To Governor 
Dickinson some of these courses 
may constitute “frills,” but to 
many mothers of 1940 they are 
just as essential as the telephone, 
electric lights, radio and_ the 
family automobile. The differ- 
ence in viewpoint is largely a 
difference in ages. 

At a time when tax dollars are 
being called upon to do many 
duties—almost impossibly so at 
times—it is inevitable that these 
one-room schools of yesterday 
will be appraised anew in terms 
of today’s needs.
